Visscher, investigating the case, 
that he found the body when he 
went to the home to bring his aunt 
to Decatur to spend the day with 
him. She had failed to answer 
an earlier telephone call. 

Nephew Finds Body. 

The officers said Miss Smith’s 
throat was slashed and there was 
a knife wound in her chest. The 
knife was found in a clothes ham- 
per in the room Miss Smith oc- 
cupied.

Eighty-four of the enemy planes 
were shot down over New Guinea 
and two fell before Allied fight- 
ers over Vitiaz strait, which sep- 
arates New Guinea from New 
Britain. Six were downed over 
Buin at the southern tip of Bou- 
gainville island in the northern 
Solomons. 

Nine Japanese fighters set upon 
a single heavy reconnaissance 
plane over Vitiaz strait. Two fell 
before the guns of the Allied craft. 
The others escaped. 


Low-Level Attacks. 


Escorted medium bombers exe- 
cuted low-level attacks on the 
Wewak and Boram airdromes. Six 
enemy bombers and four fighters, 
parked in dispersal bays, were 
destroyed and 12 other bombers 
were destroyed or ‘badly dam- 
aged. Direct hits silenced five 
antiaircraft positions and a sixth 
gun was silenced by strafing. 

“Numerous explosions and fires 
were observed in the dispersal 
and supply dump areas,” the com- 
munique said. “Twenty to 30 en- 
emy fighters attempted intercep- 
tion and 16 were shot down, with 
three others probable.

Partisans Gain 
In Yugoslavia

LONDON, Oct. 17.—(4)—Gen- 
eral Josip (Tito) Broz’s hard-hit- 
ting Yugoslav Partisans announced 
today that they had thrown back 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s Nazi 
forces near the Adriatic port of 
Split, but had been forced to relin- 
quish their hold on Zenica in the

This continuation of the fierce 
Struggles ranging almost the 
length of Yugoslavia was coupled 
with new Allied naval activity in 
the Adriatic and Aegean seas, all 
emphasizing the Allied menace to 
Germany’s back door.

Reverting to the swift, savage 
thrusts that made Tito’s bands fa- 
mous, a Partisan group dogging 
Nazi forces in northern Italy de- 
railed a German troop train with 
explosives and then turned hidden 
artillery onto the wreckage, kill- 
ing more than 400 of the Germans 
and wounding 200 others, the 
broadcast communique said. 

All German efforts to dislodge 
Yugoslav forces holding the ap- 
proaches to Split, near Sinj and 
near Trogir, due west of that port 
city, were repulsed, said the an- 
nouncement. 

Hard Fighting Continues. 

it said that bitter fighting con- 
tinued near Oguilin and Karkovac, | 
on the Zagreb-Fiume railway, near 
Gospic in southern Croatia, and 
along the Slovene-Styrian border 
in northern Yugoslavia. 

Offshore in the Adriatic, increas- 
ing British naval activity sent 
fleet light craft speeding close to 
the coast near Dubrovnik—one po- 
tential Balkans landing place—on 
the night of October 14.

For Judy, soon after her arrival, 
tired of the monotony of her work- 
a-day life and went on a rampage 
that caused terror wherever she 
sounded off. 

Before her trainers and the po- 
lice had cornered her and brought 
her under control, she tore down 
countless fences and hedges, 
bowled over numerous garages 
and small outbuildings and did 
damage that police said they could 
not fully estimate until today. 


The circus arrived in the city 
at 5:37 p. m. over the Southern 
Railway. Judy and her partner, 
Lewis, immediately went to work 
at the unloading job. A crowd 
of about 5,000 stood by and watch- 
ed them for a time. But about 
7 p. m. the crowd had melted to 
about 1,000. Then things began 
to happen. : 

A wagon on which the two ele- 
phants were at work broke loose 
from its snubbing poles and 
crashed down the ramp. The noise 
frightened Judy and Lewis and 
they ran headlong across the lot, 
apparently chasing a couple of 
small Negro boys, who ran for 
their lives, screaming as they ran. 
The rest of the crowd likewise 
scattered to places of safety. The 
trainers got them before they 
could clear the lot and brought 
them back to the ramp. 

Craved Excitement. 

Judy, however, craved more ex- 
citement. She broke away again 
and this time got out of the lot.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—() 
rod you’re going to be drafted, 

ad. 

How about the family financial 
obligations while you’re away? 
Those payments on the house and 
the automobile? And your in- 
surance premiums? 

Think you can keep all that 
up on a buck private’s $50 a 
month, plus the comparatively 
small amount Uncle Sam will kick 
in to keep your family going 
while you’re fighting? 

With the drafting of pre-war 
fathers an actuality, members of 
congress are being asked by wor- 
ried fathers with low draft num- 
bers to furnish the answers to 
those questions. 

Save Gray Hairs. 

The answers, or most of them, 
are down in black and white on 
the law books. Generally speak- 
ing, they should have some gray 
hairs for anxious dads. 

More than a year ago, when it 
began to seem inevitable that men 
with families would be called to 
the colors, congress went to work 
to ease the financial blow. 

Recognizing that the average 
draft-age father has had his nose 
to the grindstone so long buying 
shoes and clothes for the kids that 
he hasn’t been able to save up 
enough to survive a long period 
of reduced income, congress last 
year enacted the soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ civil relief act of 1942. 

Repregentative John Sparkman, 
Democrat, Alabama—he’s a fa- 
ther—intended it to be the an- 
swer to a drafted father’s prayer 
when he headed a military sub- 
committee that wrote it. 

Amends 1940 Law. 

It amends a similar 1940 law 
and was planned to give relief to 
servicemen of World War II along 
the same lines as provided dur- 
ing World War I. It should not 
be confused with the allowance 
and allotment act under which the 
government adds to payments a 
serviceman makes to his depend- 
ents. 

Where the allowance and allot- 


ment act furnishes the money, the 


civil relief act is intended to see 
that the money is retained by the 
dependents for living expenses. 

The law applies to all members 
of the armed services, regardless 
of rank, and, in general, ‘to their 
dependents. 

It doesn’t cancel any obliga- 
tions or debts but is a type of 
for sus- 
pension, in proper cases, of the 
enforcement of a serviceman’s 
civil obligations. It maintains the 
status quo until the soldéer comes 
back from the war and has a 
chance to get on his feet finan- 
cially. 

High Spots. 

Here are some of the high 
spots: 

Your family (assuming you are 
a serviceman) cannot be evicted 
for nonpayment of rent, if the 
rental does not exceed $80 month- 
ly, without permission of a court. 
The court may susnend execution 
of an eviction order for three 
months, even though no more rent 
is paid, or may make “such other 
order as may be just.” 

Just what “such other -order” 
may be is a matter on which the 
courts haven’t agreed. One court 
has held that a stay of execution 


for longer than three months is 
| allowed. 


Similar protection is given 


Protects Draftee’s Obligations 


against foreclosure for nonpay- 
ment of mortgage installments on 
a home. In a mortgage case the 
court may order a sale or it may 
grant a stay of foreclosure. The 
property owner, or mortgage- 
holder, is protected by being al- 
lowed to apply for relief from 
payments for taxes, insurance, 
and so on if he depended on 
the serviceman’s payments to 
meet these obligations. 

As in the case of other obliga- 
tions, the court must take cog- 
nizance of the serviceman’s abil- 
ity to pay. 

Foreclosure Clause. 

No foreclosures on automobiles, 
furniture or other personal prop- 
erty being bought on the install- 
ment plan may be made without 
a court order, and when such an 
order is granted, the forecloser 
must make an equitable settle- 
ment with the buyer, based on 
an appraisal made by three dis- 
interested parties. 

Payments on notes, loans, etc., 
to banks and loan companies may 
be suspended for the duration and 
three months beyond the date of 
discharge of the payer if the debt- 
or is a serviceman—and makes 
application for relief. 

Interest accrues at not to exceed 
6 per cent a year, and the unpaid 
principal remains an obligation 
against the serviceman. Relief also 
may be obtained by a co-maker or 
endorser. 

The government guarantees pay- 
ment of premiums on a service 
man’s private insurance up to an 
insured value of $10,000, the pol- 
icy to be restored to good stand- 
ing within two years after dis- 
charge. This protection does not 
interfere with the man’s right to 
buy up to $10,000 of government 
insurance. 

Debtor Relief Plea. 

At any time within six months 
after his discharge, a debtor may 
apply to a court for additional 
relief in the form of extension of 
the time for repaying accrued 
obligations. 

The act gives the courts wide 
discretion in handling cases of 
service men. 

Either because of ignorance of 
their rights or because of ability 
of debtors to reach agreements 
with their creditors without re- 
sort to it, the act has not been 
resorted to as extensively as one 
might expect in view of the mil- 
lions of persons eligible. 


Creditors who helped congress- 


write the law report that most 
debtors are known to be good 
risks when a loan is made, and 
try to work out an agreement with 
the debtor before invoking the 
law. 

“Accounts that were good be- 
fore military service will be good 
after induction, but some adjust- 
ment may be necessary to meet 
reduced income,” a spokesman for 
one large organization told Rep- 
resentative Sparkman recently.

on German troops still counter- 
attacking for the fifth day in the 
streets of Melitopol, gateway to 
the Crimea. 

Berlin View. 

Germany’s high command com- 
munique spoke of a “big detach- 
ing movement” on the eastern 
front—the first time that phrase 
has been used since the Russians 
reached and crossed the Dnieper. 

It said “most” of the Russian as- 
saults northwest of Dneprope- 
trovsk had been repulsed, but a 
later Berlin broadcast recorded by 
the Associated Press said that the 
Russians were using 225,000 men, 
supported by hundreds of tanks, 
guns and planes on that single 
sector of the front. 

The 1l5-mile Russian  break- 
through beyond the Dnieper’s west 


bank was declared made between 


Kremenchug and Dnepropetrovsk 
and the communique said five 
Germen strongpoints fell to the 
Red Army after two days of heavy 
fighting. 

This large-scale Russian smash 
was an obvious attempt to trap 
hundreds of thousands of Ger- 
mans inside the Dnieper loop and 
in the Crimea. It also gave indi- 
rect aid to Red Army forces bat- 
tling inside Melitopol, far to the 
southeast. 

Great Attrition. 

The battle for Melitopol was ane 
of the great attrition engagements 
of the war, with tremendous stakes 
involved, Moscow dispatches said, 
and the Soviet radio said Adolf 
Hitler had ordered his troops to 
hold that strategic gateway to the 
Crimea and the Dnieper “under 
penalty of death.” 

Smashing across the Dnieper at 
a new point, the Red Army pene- 
trated six miles beyond the river’s 
west bank in the Loev region, 35 
miles southwest of Gomel, said the 
communique. Loev, at the junc- 
tion of the Sozh and Dnieper 
rivers just east of the Pripet 
marshes, was overrrun, it said. 


J. N. Griffin ‘ 
Valdosta, Dies

lished on the line of a railroad 
being surveyed through that sec- 
tion. 

A part of the original Griffin 
home in Troupeville was moved 
to Valdosta and the family occu- 
pied it for many years. Later, 
Griffin, prospering in cotton, wool 
and other business ventures, 
erected a large residence near the 
heart of the city, and had main- 
tained that home since then. 

Despite his advanced age, he 
continued in activity and until 
recently was engaged in an effort 
to recreate the industry of Sea 
Island cotton in the section of the 
state where he lived—a_ section 
that at one time was regarded as 
the world’s leading inland market 
place for such a commodity.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(4)— 
Influential members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee indi- 
cated by outspoken opposition 
today that a demand by a senate 
bloc for broadening of a pending 
postwar foreign policy declaration 
is due for a cold reception. 

A proposed amendment drafted 
by 11 senators will be presented 
to the committee Tuesday with the 
active support of Senators. Pepper, 
Democrat, of Florida, and Guffey, 
Democrat, of Pennsylvania, but 
will meet opposition from Senators 
George. Democrat. of Georgia: 
Gillette, Democrat, of Iowa: Van- 
denberg, Republican, of Michigan: 
Nve, Republican, of North Dakota, 
and Johnson, Republican, of Cali- 
fornia. The latter is opposed to 
anv commitments at this time. 

Geerge told reporters he thought 
the pending resolution drafted by 
a subcommittee under direction of 
Chairman Connally, Democrat, of 
Texas, is specific enough to con- 
vey this country’s postwar inten- 
tions clearly to the world. His 
view is shared by Democratic 
Leader Barkley, Kentucky, also a 
committee member. 

George objected that the 
amendment to broaden the decla- 
ration seems to indorse American 
Participation in a world police 
force, a proposa! which he believes 
neither the senate nor the country 
would indorse. 

The amendment would alter the 
present wording of the resolution

The Office of War Information, 
in a recent report on the spread 
of juvenile delinquency since the 
start of the war, said in Atlanta 
14 and 15-year-old “amateur 
prostitutes” when arrested give 
their age as 16 or more so they 
will be taken to police court in- 
stead of juvenile court. 


Police court usually means the 
payment of a fine or a short sen- 
tence whereas the juvenile court 
may lead to a long and closely 
supervised period of probation. 


In an open letter to employers 
in Atlanta the Atlanta Council of 
Parent-Teacher Associations has 
requested businessmen here to be 
sure they are not taking from 
children supervision necessary to 
their welfare before hiring moth- 
ers applying for jobs. 

“Mothers have been told it is 
patriotic to take jobs,” Mrs. I. 
Kuniansky, chairman of the Par- 
ent-Teachers’ juvenile delinquen- 


their first obligation is toward the 
children who will make _ the 
America of the future. 


“If mothers have spare hours to 
contribute to war work or if they 
have help at home, then their ef- 
fort to help bear the burden of 
manpower shortages is laudable,” 
Mrs. Kuniansky added, “but chil- 
dren left without supervision only 
add another problem to the com- 
munity.”

The report from the Office of 
War Information said the new 
type of “pick-up girl” frequently 
suffers from uniform hysteria.

There are these alternatives— 
police fines, sentences or reform 
school. 

Neither really meets the prob- 
lem, Mrs. Kuniansky said. 

Instead, she said, the Parent-

W.T.Perkerson 
Dies Suddenly 


William Thomas Perkerson, 68, 
vice president and trust officer 
of the First National Bank and 
one of Atlanta’s civic and business 
leaders, died suddenly of a heart 
attack early yesterday at his 
home, 1102 West Peachtree street, 
N. W. He had attended the Geor- 
gia Tech-300th Infantry football 
game the previous afternoon and 
seemed in the best of health until 
just prior to the fatal attack. 

Funeral services will be held at 
3:30 p. m,. today, at Spring Hill, 
with Dr. William O. Gardner of- 
ficiating. There will be an hon- 
orary escort of deacons and elders 
of the First Presbyterian church, 
of which Perkerson was a mem- 
ber, and the governing board of 
the Capital City ‘Club, of which 
he was secretary-treasurer. 

Surviving Perkerson are his 
wife; two sons, William T, Per- 
kerson Jr. and James F. Perker- 
son, the latter now in the Canal 
Zone, and two brothers, E, J. and 
Angus Perkerson, of Atlanta, 

Was Leading Banker. 

In point of service, Perkerson 
was one of Atlanta’s oldest bank- 
ers. As such, he had played a 
leading part in the development 
of this city as the banking center 
of the south.. He had seen 51 
years of continuous service with 
the First National Bank and the 
two institutions that preceded it— 
the Fourth National Bank and the 
American Trust and Banking 
Company. P 

Perkerson was a member of a 
pioneer Atlanta family, his grand- 
father having been the first sher- 
iff of Fulton county and his father 
holding the same office for many 
years, 

Perkerson himself was _ born 
and reared in Atlanta. He at- 
tended two pioneer private 
schools—the Means High school, 
taught by Professor T. A. E. 
Means, which stood on the present 
site of the Carnegie Library, and 
the West End Academy, from 
which he was graduated. 

Started as Runner. 

Af the age of 17, Perkerson 
started his banking career as a 
runner for the old American 
Trust and Banking Company, on 
Edgewood avenue. In the half- 
century that followed, he held 
every position from runner to vice 
resident and trust officer either 
in the original company or in the 
institutions that succeeded it. 

In addition to his leadership in 
the banking field, Perkerson was 
a prominent civic and religious 
leader. He was for many years a 
deacon and a trustee and at one 
time treasurer of the First Pres- 
byterian church. His record as a 
civic leader, in addition, includes 
service as treasurer of many pub- 
lic movements, notably the work 
of raising the Tech Expansion 
Fund. He likewise took a promi- 
nent part in the development of 
Spring street into one of the city’s 
most important traffic arteries.

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 17.—When the Army 
A Great Program sent the ASTP students to Georgia to 
be trained for combat, there were only seven required perform- 
ances. The boys had to excell at pushups, squat jumps, situps, pull- 
ups, 100-yard pick-a-back, the burpee and 300-yard run. That 
burpee, incidentally, is not a cousin of a belch, but a cross between 
an Indian and a Russian dance. 

Under the direction of Wally Butts, a great program was worked 
out for the youngsters who have to be in shape for any eventuality. 

To the required Army performances were added all sorts of 
dashes and a two-mile walk, every type of jump, baseball and bas- 
ketball throws, fence vault, the dip (on a bar), snap in under bar 
and rope climb. 

It really is a terrific program. If the boys just went 
through the motions they'd absorb a lot of physical culture. 
But they don't just go through the motions. Actively en- 
gaged in making them physically fit are Tom Nash, Jennings 
Bryan. Whitworth, Red Keuper and Elmer Lampe. 

A study of progress made is very interesting. A chart shows 
how the boys were in the beginning and how they are today. And 
how are they? They are really ready to pick cotton or undertake 
anything else of a robust nature. And I’m not just whistling Dixie. 

The Army Student Training Program includes a lot of kids 
who never gave much attention to physical fitness before. They 
wouldn’t take a million today for the fact that they’ve built up 
their bodies. 

In addition to many other benefits, the program has in- 
creased the height of the Army kids by an average of almost 
half an inch. On the chart it’s put down as an inch, but 
probably is a mistake. 

On the average the boys in the beginning could do only 14 
pushups. At the end of the term this was increased to 24 or 
a gain of 24 per cent. 

They started out doing only 16 squat jumps. They were doing 
at the end of the term. They went from 12.5 in situps to 34.6. 
pullups they doubled the scora a jump from 3.3 to 6.8. 

They fell down on the 100-yard pick-a-back for some reason, 
starting out with 24 and ending up with 21.2. They improved re- 
markably in burpee, 300-yard run and were trimmed an average 
three pounds in weight.

months of war Army planes: 

Flew 223,758 sorties. 

Dropped 105,649 tons of bombs. 

Probably destroyed 2,196 enemy 
planes in addition to the 7,312 
certain kills. 

Damaged an additional 2,535 
enemy planes. 

No such long-term figures were 
made available by the Navy, 
which estimated its ratio of victo- 
ries over losses at four or five to 
one. 

The outstanding record was 
made by Major General Claire L. 
Chennault’s fliers in China during 
the 13 months ended August 4, 
with a bag of 442 Japanese planes 
certain, 166 probably destroyed, 
41,000 tons of shipping sunk and 
35,000 tons damaged, at a cost of 
51 American planes. This was 
about nine certain kills for each 
loss. 

Score Four to One. 

Heavy bombers racked up a 
score of 1,333 enemy planes during 
the first six months of this year 
while losing 316, a ratio of better 
than four to one. 

Medium bombers showed up 
with‘slightly less than two to one 
in the same period, getting 113 
enemy aircraft while losing 69. 
Fighting planes did a bit better 
than two to one by shooting down 
763 while losing 375. 

“There is no getting away from 
the fact,” OWI said, “that the box 
scores, plus the other less-cal- 
culable accomplishments in de- 
struction (such as wrecking of 
enemy bridges, factories and ma- 
teriel), prove that at the present 
time our combat planes and our 
airmen are superior to the planes 
and airmen of the enemy.” 

OWI noted that the scores in- 
clude contests with the latest mod- 
els of German and Japanese 
planes. It quoted General Henry 
H. Arnold, commanding general 
of the Army Air Forces, as saying 
that “All types of American fight- 
er planes have shot out of the 
skies the best intercepters both 
Germany and Japan have put 
against them.” 

New Bomber Coming. 

Discussing new models and im- 
provements, OWI said that a con- 
siderably larger and more potent 
bomber which eventually will re- 
place the B-17 “for super long- 


range bombing” is in production 
and is scheduled to enter combat 
next spring. OWI indicated, how- 
ever, that the need for the B-17 
is still vital, and remarked that 
production of this plane and the 
B-24 “will be continued at in- 
creasingly high levels.” 

“A totally new light bomber is 
at present in. the stage just pre- 
ceding production,” OWI said, 
adding that it would be “an all- 
purpose plane equipped with a 
powerful cannon and with inter- 
changeable noses for various 
types of operations.” The Army 
regards it as “three or four years 
ahead” of thé Havoc. 

Among improvements being 
made are these: 

The Havoc is being given more 
defensive fire power and more 
facilities for strafing. A power 
turret has been added. 

The Mitchell has been given 
more guns, speed and range. 

A new model Mustang combines 
the best characteristics of the 
A-36 Invader. 

The Navy Ventura has been 
given more range and fire pow- 
er for use in antisubmarine ope- 
rations. 

A “greatly improved” version of 
the P-39 Airacobra, with a better 
rate of climb and a higher ceil- 
ing, is in production. 

An entirely new single engine 
fighter “for greatly advanced per- 
formance” is being built. 

New Night Bomber. 

A new edition of the A-20 night 
bomber is in operation. 

The Lightning and the Thun- 
derbolt have been given more 
powerful engines which add to 
their range and climbing rate. 

The OWI said that helicopters

Light planes used for spotting, 
observation and liaison work are 
being produced at a rate of 350 
a month, with a stepup to 450 
a month expected by January. 

“Several thousand” gliders, 
principally troop carriers, have 
been made by a dozen manufac- 
turers. Productioin can be ad- 
justed as needed. 

A new built-in mechanical su- 
percharger has raised the ceiling 
of fighter planes by 10,000 feet. 
OWI said that a major factor in 
improving the fighter planes was 
the increased power obtained 
from liquid-cooled engines. 

Taking the planes class by class, 
OWI said that Army and Navy 
aviation experts found: 

Army heavy bombers—The B-17 
Flying Fortress and the B-24 Lib- 
erator superior to Germany’s 
Focke-Wulf 200 Kurier and Hein- 
kel 177. The Japanese have no 
comparable plane. 

Army medium bombers—The 
B-25 Mitchell and the B-26 Ma- 
rauder “continue to be the world’s 
best.” 

Army light bombers—The A-20 
Havoc “is in a class by itself.” 
The Germans have nothing to 
compare and the Japanese Mit- 
subishi 99 is not as fast, rugged 
or heavily armed. 

Super Zeros Defeated. 

Army  fighters—Rated “the 
world’s best” after a “somewhat 
unpromising start.” The P-38 
Lightning has met and defeated 
the latest German and Japanese 
fighters, including the “Super Ze- 
ros.” The P-47 Thunderbolt has 
proved superior to German fight- 
ers, especially at high altitudes. 
The new and more powerful P-51 
Mustang “is expected to be the 
equal of the Lightning.” 

Navy fighters—The F4U Corsair 
and the néw F6F Hellcat are rated 
“far superior to anything the Japs 
have to offer so far.” Both are in 
the 400 miles an hour class, a rat- 
ing given none of the Japanese 
fighters. 

Navy patrol bombers — The 
PB4Y1 (a Navy version of the 
Liberator) and the PV-1 Ventura, 
both land based, have greater 
range and load capacity than the 
Japanese planes. The flying boats, 
the PBM-3 Mariner and the PBY-5 
Catalina have a “wide edge” over 
the Japanese in range and bomb 
load. 

Navy torpedo bombers — The 
TBF-1 Avenger “is outstanding,” 
but the Japanese are coming out 
with a new plane. 

Navy scout bombers — The 
SBD-3 Dauntless excels the Japa- 
nese dive bombers in dive angle, 
ruggedness and armor.

Constant Improvement. 

Constant improvement in exist- 
ing models, the OWI said, has 
slowed the production rate so that 
it has become apparent that’ the 
goal of 10,000 planes a month by 
the end of the year will not be 
reached. Contributing causes were 
listed as engine shortages, maldis- 
tribution of raw materials, reor- 
ganization of plant layout, catch- 
ing up on shortages of spare parts, 
and labor shortages.

Even in Times of Rationing

Offhand, you’d think no woman 
should have the slightest trouble 
keeping her weight down these 
days—what with the butter’ short- 
age and all. To actually gain 
weight on rationing’ is adding in- 
sult to inconvenience! But that is 
how it is with a lot of you. 

Whether you take your meals 
out or at home, it is hard to side- 
step the starches and _ sweets. 
Those of you who eat at restau- 
rants stoutly maintain that you 
can’t “diet” and so you have the 
lemon meringue pie. Or, if you 
get the family meals, surely you 
can’t be expected to struggle with 
calories along with points and the 
budget. After the trouble you 
have getting food, you aren’t go- 
ing to see any of it wasted. When 
there isn’t enough of the escal- 
loped potatoes left to bother put- 
ting in the ice box, you just fin- 
ish it up. 

The situation fooks hopeless all 
the way around, doesn’t it? But 
weight control hasn’t changed. 
What it takes to keep slim or re- 
duce with rationing is just what it 
takes during normal times: Will 
power. And it takes about the 
same amount eating out or at 
home. 

When you eat in a restaurant, 
it doesn’t help any to have to 
wait in line and then have to wait 
for service. You get so hungry 
you could eat the table cloth. 
Then, to keep you quiet, the 
waiter brings on the water, the 
rolls and the butter. Before you 
even start your meal you con- 
sume two or three rolls and in- 
numerable toast sticks, They don’t 
give you enough butter to spread 
it any way but thin but you make 
it cover a lot of calories. If the 
scales are going up, one roll or 
one slice of bread is your limit. 

You'd better stay away from 
those places that are famous for 
good food from vichysoise to hot 
mince pie. It’s unpatriotic to leave 
any food on your plate. Not that 
it’s any effort to eat everything. 
But it is just as unpatriotic to 
consume food far in excess of 
your needs. If you are trying to 
get your weight down to normal

Or, you can skip the des- 
sert and have fresh fruit later at 
home. 

The food pattern for the diner- 
out works just as well for the 
home maker. Hang on to your. will 
power, have only one serving of 
the main dish, and fill up the 
empty spaces with bulky salads, 
vegetables and fruit, and skip the 
apple dumplings.

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Sixty-seven years ago today Captain Evan 
P. Howell bought the controlling interest in 
The Atlanta Constitution. 

He turned to his secretary, when the deal 
-~was done, and said, “Ask Grady to come over.’ 

Henry Grady came. And stayed. He re- 
mained until his death, the untimely death on 
December 23, 1889—the death that was to still 
a city and bring sorrow to every citizen ang 
eulogies to every editorial page in the nation. 

They were together much, these two men. 
Captain Howell had fought with his battery 
through the years of the war. The younger 
Grady had seen and heard all the great men 
and speeches of the reconstruction period. He 
had thrilled to the founding of The Atlanta 
Constitution, founded to restore constitutional 
government to Georgia, rescuing it from a mili- 
tary dictatorship and military law. Grady 
joved Evan P. Howell as a son might love a 


father. 

Captain Howell saw in Grady the genius 
that was there. He went with him as Grady 
‘ traveled about the state and the south. He 
was with him on that last, fateful trip to 
Boston where Grady’s eloquence captivated and 
thrilled a nation. 

The next day Grady spoke before the Bay 
State Club, a society composed of members 
of the Democratic party of that state. He 
spoke of his faith in the party, believing that 
the party best stood for the individual citizen. 
He let his affection for his publisher show 
in one of his paragraphs. He said: 

“Now. gentlemen, I have some mighty good 
Democrats here. There is one of the fattest 
and best in the world sitting right over there 
(pointing to Captain Howell). 

“You want to know about the south. My 
friends. we representative men will tell you 
about it. I just want to say we had a hard 
time down there. 

“When my partner there came out of the 
war he didn’t have any breeches. That is an 
actual truth. Well, his wife, one of the best 
women that ever lived, reared in the lap of 
luxury, took her-old wooler dress that she 
had worn during the war—and it has been a 
garment of sorrow and of heroism—and cut 
it up and made a good pair of breeches. He 
‘started with that pair of breeches and with five 
dollars in gold as his capital, and he scraped 
up boards from the ashes of his home and built 
him one of which love made a home and which 
courtesy made hospitable. And now I believe he 
has three pairs of breeches with him and 


several pairs at home. We have prospered 


down there...” 

* . - 

There was a deep. and abiding affection 
between the two men. 

It was built on a devotion to Georgia and 
the south. 7 

Today, honoring that anniversary, when 
Captain Howell called Grady to his office and 
gave him his start with The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, this newspaper again renews its conse- 
cration to the state, the south and the nation. 

The third generation Howell is owner and 
publisher. His creed, when his father handed 
on the paper to him, was in the same pattern: 

“For almost three-quarters of a century 
there has been handed down in the offices 
of The Atlanta Constitution an unbroken con- 
tinuity of policy. That policy is to serve all 
the people without fear or favor, to guard their 
rights, to espouse their interests ... to be 
liberal without rancor or radicalism, to be 
clear-headed, forward moving and free, to be 
independent without undue pride of opinion, 
to avoid demagogy, to defy dictatorship... 
to be interested in—but not in—politics.” 

That is a part of it. It was written January 
31, 1937. 

Now, more than three-quarters of a century 
have passed. The continuity of policy is un- 
broken. A great war holds the world in its grip, 
bringing sorrow to homes humble and rich; 
testing this man and that, demanding the best 
of all the citizens of this country. 

‘The Constitution would like, on this par- 
ticular day, as it looks forward to completing a 
century of service and the beginning of an- 
other, to remind the people of Georgia and the 
nation, that the two men who joined together 
nearly 70 years ago helped rebuild a city from 
@he ashes, a region from destruction to pros- 


perity. Their hardships were greater than ours. 
They asked for patriotism, vision, faith, un- 
selfishness and hard work. 
The same qualities will see us through this 
crisis and will build a greater city, a better 
state, a stronger, more consecrated nation.

The government needs $10,500,000,000 new 
revenue next year, and to obtain the principal 
portion of that huge sum the Treasury De- 
partment submitted a plan to the congress to 
raise it by means of an increase of approxi- 
mately ten per cent in income taxes, The 
proposal met such a cold reception that it 1s 
considered dead without congressional con- 
sideration. 

Despite the known fact that the adminis- 
tration is opposed to a sales tax, and whether 
one is acceptable to the genera! public at this 
time, the trend is definitely in that direction. 
Numerous members of the congress have ex- 
pressed themselves as ready to support the 
plan, while others are giving it friendly con- 
sideration. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce 
has gone on record as favoring it, and white 
collar workers whose incomes have not in- 
creased in ratio with the cost of living, but 
are subject to the same income tax regulations 
as workers in war plants who are receiving 
high wages, see in the sales tax a more equit- 
able means of paying their share of the 
needed revenue than by increase in their 
income taxes, 

Several prominent members of the congress 
have gone on record as saying that the present 
income tax rate is as high as the average 
citizen can stand, and that to increase it 
would end in disaster. 

While a sales tax would hit both free 
spenders and conservatives, the latter would 
be cautious in their purchases, and the free 
spenders would bear the heavier burden of 
the sales tax in releasing their “dangerous” 
money, which proponents of the sales tax 
point out would serve as a brake on increased 
inflation. 


Boy Scouts 

At a meeting here Tuesday leaders of the 
Catholic church will study plans to bring 
Scouting to every young boy in their church, 

We congratulate the Boy Scout organiza- 
tion and the young men of the Catholic church. 
The church moves slowly, but when it does 
move it moves with emphasis and effect. We 
take it that this latest move is but another 
evidence of the constant interest of Bishop 
Geraid P. O’Hara in his diocese and its 
members. 

We have in the world the dreadful evidence 
that the Nazis and the Fascists were the first 
to see that if they could: take the young boys 
and girls and inoculate their minds with the 
poison of the vicious ideals of those two philoso- 
phies of government, they would gain strength 
and power, 

The Boy Scouts teach only patriotism, 
health, woodcraft and fellowship. Their phi- 
losophy is that of the Sermon on the Mount 
and the Golden Rule. 

It augurs well for the future of the nation 
that the Catholic church should plan officially 


to support this movement, which already has 
so many friends and members, but which 


needs these new ones. 


Imported Pests 

It is an unpleasant fact that most of the 
pests which harass the United States have 
found their way here from other sections of 
the world. Outstanding are the Mexican cot- 
ton boll weevil, the Japanese beetle, and the 
corn borer, which evidently came from across 
the Atlantic, since its first devastating work 


was discovered in the eastern seaboard states. 
The great corn state of Iowa is going into 


the business of raising these parasites to de- 
stroy the pests which every year destroy thou- 
sands of bushels of the state’s main crop. 
Borer-infested stalks will be taken to a labora- 
tory, where parasites would be allowed to de- 
posit their eggs on the insects. The egg-cov- 
ered borer would then be returned to the field, 
where the parasite would hatch and spread to 
other borers. It is said that some years would 
be required to achieve notable results, but in 
time it is hoped that the borer pests would be 
brought under reasonable control.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


GREAT MORAL VICTORY WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The 
advantages to the Allied side of 


the Italian declaration of war against Germany are being variously 
estimated by commentators and public officials. 

Aside from the great moral victory involved, which is ac- 
knowledged by everyone, some profess to be- 
lieve that the decision of the Italian govern- 
ment will represent no important: asset to the 
United Nations from a military standpoint. 

Italy, it is argued, is a defeated and thwart- 
ed nation with no further will for war. The 
cream of her armies has been removed as a 
fighting force through German demobilization 
efforts, and even if Marshal Badoglio’s war 
proclamation succeeded in rekindling the mili- 
tant spirit of the nation there would be little 
left for the Italians to fight with. 

It must be apparent also that when and if 
the Allies chase the Germans out of Italy, as 
we intend to do in time, there will be little left 
but a shell of the country that formerly existed. 

In the wake of their retreat up the Italian peninsula the Germans 
are leaving only destruction and desolation. All Italian industries 
which might be of service to the Allied cause are being destroyed. 
Italian manpower is being corralled by Rommel’s Nazis and re- 
moved to Germany for aiding the Hitler war effort. . 

From a strictly military standpoint, therefore, there is much to 
support the contention of those who hold that the Italian declara- 
tion represents no important asset to the Allies. We will proceed 
in our plans much as though the great reversal had never taken 
place. 


FOURTH LARGEST FLEET But those who would mini- 


mize the importance of the 
Italian declaration seem to have lost sight of one factor which 
may have a considerable bearing on the war in the Pacific. The 
Italian fleet, fourth largest in the world, has surrendered prac- 
tically intact to the United States and Great Britain. It now lies 
safely in Allied anchorages at Malta, Gibraltar and Alexandria. 

Before the Badoglio declaration of war on Germany it would 
have been impossible to use this valuable fleet until British or 
American crews could be trained for their operation. That would 
have been a long and tedious procedure, due to the difference in 
Italian naval design. : 

Now it will be possible to place them in service immediately, 
or as soon as they can be made seaworthy. Most of them are 
said to have been delivered in topnotch condition. There may 
be some problem in supplying ammunition of their particular cali- 
ber, but this, it is presumed, can be provided for in short order. 

The effect of the Italian war declaration on Germany will be 
to release a large number of British naval units for operations 
against the Japs in the Pacific. At the proper time it may even 
be possible to send the Italian war vessels to the Pacific also. 
Japan is certain to see the bitter fruits of this in due course. 


ANOTHER MILITARY ANGLE There is yet another mili- 


tary angle to the situation 
which some of the observers apparently have overlooked. All told, 
the British and Americans have captured some half-million or more 
Italian troops which are being held as war prisoners here and 
abroad. It will now be possible to equip these troops with mod- 
ern weapons and employ them against their former Axis allies. 

When we stop to consider that the French in North Africa are 
raising an army of only 300,000 or 400,000 as their contribution to 
the war effort, it is apparent that the Italians, from war prisoners 
alone, are more than able to do equally as well. 

But the Italian reversal has a value to the Allied cause far 
greater than anything that can be measured in military terms. It 
represents at one and the same time Germany’s worst defeat of 
the war and the Allies’ greatest moral victory. 

What its effect will be in the Balkans and other German 
satellite nations, it is too early to tell. Certainly it shakes the 
very foundations of the whole German military alliance. 

Germany’s repudiation by a former ally is destined to have 
far-reaching effects. The repercussions are being felt throughout 
the whole of Europe—no less than in Tokyo. It is the latest evi- 
dence of the handwriting on the wall. 

One final phase of the matter needs to be mentioned. What 
has happened in Italy represents a clear-cut vindication of Allied 
policy with respect to the Italian government after the downfall of 
Mussolini. . 

At the time of the Duce’s ousting half-baked critics of the ad- 
ministration bemoaned the fact that we and the British were 
recognizing the ‘‘moronic little king” and the government that had 
ousted the Fascists, chiefly on the grounds that we were putting 
other Fascists in control and thereby were alienating Soviet Rus- 
sia, long a bitter target of the Fascists.

Members of the newly appointed 
constitutional commission soon 
will be studying the present state 
constitution, and are expected to 
be ready to recommend some 
changes by November. 

At the request of the commis- 
sion to redraft Georgia’s consti- 
tution, Attorney General T. Grady 
Head is mailing copies of the pres- 
ent document with all its amend- 


ments to the 23 commission mem- 
bers, 

Governor Arnall, the commis- 
sion chairman, soon will name 
seven subcommittees to study var- 
oius articles of the present con- 
stitution and make recommended 
changes. The committees will be 
composed of seven members each, 
necessitating some members serv: 
ing on two or more committees. 

Shortly after the Governor ap- 
points them, the subcommittees 
will hold individual meetings to 
work on their particular phase of 
the constitution. They will make 
reports at a meeting of the whole 
commission in November. 

An important problem facing 
the constitutional committee is to 
determine how and in what man- 
ner or form the proposed new 
constitution will be submitted to 
mee people for ratéfication, Arnall 
Said. 

Arnall said the plan of submis- 
sion could be determined later by 
a special committee. 

The proposed constitution must 
go before the legislature before 
being submitted to the people.

Lieutenant Nancy Andre Bald- 
win, WAC recruiting officer in At- 
lanta, had the pleasure of seeing 
Mussolini almost assassinated in 
Rome in 1925. 

Lieutenant Ba'dwin was born 
in Italy, but had lived in New 
York state since she was 10 years 
old. During Holy Year in Rome 
she was sent to represent the 
Italian newspapers in this country. 


“Mussolini was making a speech 
from the balcony of his palace,” 
she said. 


“The plaza was crowded, and 
the hotels surrounding the palace 
were packed with people in Rome 
for the celebration of Holy Year. 
There were several shots, coming 
from different hotel windows, but 
in the confusion nobody ever 
found out exactly where they 
came from. 

“I had an audience with Musso- 
lini, who at the time had a plan 
afoot to get all Italian-born peo 
ple to return to Italy presum- 
ably to attend the universities 
free. He asked me several ques- 
tions about where I was born, and 
how long I had been away from 
Italy. Then he asked me which 
country I preferred. 

“Naturally I told him I liked 
the United States better, and he 
laughed. 

“IT also had a private audience 
with Pope Pius XI and with 
Queen Elena of Italy. 


“The queen was one of the 
most charming women [ ever met 


| and is greatly loved in Italy. 


“There is a funny loyalty among | 
the Italians to the royal family, 
especially in the provinces. | 

“No, I wouldn’t like to go back 
to Italy to visit after the war. 
When this is over I’m coming right 
back to Atlanta to settle down.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(#)— 
Intended as a good-will gesture 
to a valiant ally, legislation to 
repeal Chinese exclusion laws ap- 


peared certain today to start a 
congressional fight over a move 
to halve all immigration quotas 
regardless of nationality. 

Sponsors of legislation to re- 
strict all immigration have served 
notice they will seek to amend 
the measure to cut all immigra- 
tion at least 50 per cent.

Germany Gets Bombs, 


France Gets Propaganda 

LONDON, Oct. 17—(@)—A 
weekly four-page miniature news- 
paper, written in French, printed 
in the French-American tricolors 
of red, white and blue and en- 
titled “L’Amerique en Guerre” 
(America at War), is the main 
projectile in a constant barrage 
of American propaganda litera- 
ture which is being dropped by 
Flying Fortresses on Nazi-occupied 
territories. 

The capture of the Foggia air- 
drome in Italy on October 1 was 
reported to the French in the 
October 4 issue, complete with 
colored maps showing how much 
of Nazidom would be brought 
within range of aerial attack. 

Other items in the campaign 
are small 16-page booklets on spe- 
cial topics, single-page leaflets 
rushed out for extraordinary de- 
velopments, one of which was re- 
ported to have “scooped”’ the RAF 
by heralding its destruction of the 
Mohne dam, and small reproduc- 
tions of posters the American 
Army puts up as it advances. 

The literature bears the imprint 
of the Office of War Information. 

The RAF has been dropping 
leaflets since the war’s beginning, 
but little has been disclosed about 
its activity except last winter 
when BBC warned the French 
that a counterfeit RAF leaflet, 
written. by the Nazis and printed 
by Pierre Laval’s Clermont-Fer- 
rand newspaper, was being dis- 
tributed.

Limitation Suggested 


For Postwar Spending 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(#)— 
An over-all limitation of postwar 
federal spending was proposed 
today by Senator Taft, Republi- 
can, Ohio. 

He said congress should lay the 
groundwork now for a national 
budget apportionment which 
would divide expenditures be- 
tween the federal government and 
the states on a scientific basis.

A Japanese sub- 
marine hit her first and the Al- 
chiba, exploding and aflame, was 
beached successfully while her 
crew berthed ashore for nine days 
and nights salvaging her cargo 
and fighting the fire.

and the ship was refloated, 
was hit again in the engine room 
and her power was knocked out. 
Yet, the crew repaired her suf- 
ficiently to enable her to limp 
back 6,000 miles to a west coast 
port. 

Now the Alchiba is once more 
carrying supplies to advance 
bases. 

Aboard the Alchiba, Admiral 
Halsey, commander of the South 
Pacific forces, said: 

“Officers and men of this his- 
toric ship, this is a very proud 
moment of my life. The heroic 
work you have done and the con- 
ditions under which you did it 
on that splendid occasion will live 
forever in the annals of our coun- 
try as an inspiration to the youth 
of coming generations. 

“Such men as you have nothing 
to fear. You proved you have no 
equal among the enemy.” 

Most of the crew members are 
from the Second Naval Reserve 
Division of Boston, Mass. Nearly 
five-sixths of the original crew 
is still aboard, although the cap- 
tain at the time of the torpedoing, 
Commander James S. Freeman, of 
Jasper, Ala., now is on duty at 
the Great Lakes training station. 

The Alchiba, formerly the S. S.

Burma Attack Delay 
Prolongs Pacific War 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(AP)—The Allied delay in 
opening a long-awaited offensive against enemy-held Burma 
increases daily the prospects that the United Nations may 
have to fight a one-sided war against Japan for another 


critical year. 

This possibility is being men- 
tioned frequently here as Octo- 
ber advances without producing 
evidence that an assault on Bur- 
ma is imminent. 


Naval and military men re- 
gard Burma as the key to a two- 
sided war on Japan—a war fought 
in Asia as well as the Pacific. 
Through that wild and rugged 
country pass the only routes over 
which it is now practical to plan 
for heavy movement of munitions 
to China. 

But Burma cannot be restored 
to Allied control without a major 
campaign over an immensely dif- 
ficult terrain held by a strongly 
entrenched foe. 

Three Developments. 

Six or eight months ago almost 
any qualified informant would 
risk a prophecy that Burma would 
be attacked soon after the mon- 
s00on season ended—in October.

People here, in common with people of other lands, can 

prosper materially and spiritually after the war ends—but 
only if now the peoples of the United Nations make loud 
their demands for ‘‘a just and durable peace.”’ 
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
